A Family Tree.

In one little village many of the or¬ 
chards have trees of this description, and 
the older inhabitants can refresh their 
memories as to the number of children 
in the /families which have occupied 
farms at different times, provided the 
period of occupancy was long enough to 
make the setting up of a “family tree” 
worth while. 

On one farm there is a large old tree 
which bears seven different varieties of 
apples: , Baldwins, Jeremiahs, summer 
sweetings, winter pippins.
